their departure to play a game ol 
billiards and to have a long and 
meaningless talk with a music 
master who had com

the village to tune a spinet that 
stood in the large hall, or living 
room. 


vThey were both saturalcd with 


the spirit of leisure which was im 
outstanding quality of life in colo- 
nial Virginia. In 
this 
respect 


Puritan New England and Vir- 
ginia were far apart. 
The Puri- 


tans were tense, nervous, indus- 
trious and so reluctant to waste 
time that they labored even when 
(here was nothing to do. 


The 
Virginians were 
placid, 


friendly, lazy and pleasure-loving. 
They did not mind if lime were 
wasted, for Ihey had learned from 
experience that many a thing that 
ought to be done today could wait 
until tomorrow without harm. 


Their sense of hospitality was so 


remarkable that one may search 
the liles of history in vain for a 
parallel. 
In tlie 18lh 
century 


a stranger in Virginia, if: lie 
were decent and well-behaved, 
might have lived for a year with- 
out any expense for board nnd 
lodging, simply by v oving nom 
one locality to unoiiiur and al- 
lowing the inhabitants of the vari- 
ous places to entertain him us a 
guest. 


This desire to entertain stran- 


gers showed itself in some rather 
astonishing ways. There are re- 
corded instances of Virginia gen- 
tlemen wailing on horseback on ; 
well-traveled road for the purpose 
of intercepting wayfarers and in- 
viting these travelers to come 
home with them as guests. The 
Virginia 
inns 
complained fre- 


quently that they could make no 
money because most of the trav- 
elers who passed through 
the 


neighborhood 
were entertained 


without charge, at private homes 


7DWAHD SWAIN and Henry 


Randall did - t leave Wil- 


iamsburg until 10 o'clock. About 


dozen yards behind them rode 


heir two servants or shaggy farm 
orscs. Swair's man, Da\x Pot- 
le, was white, blon ' and Welsh 
y birth. H wa" an indentured 
ervant who had slill two years to 
ervc beforo his freedom was due. 
Swain had bought him from a 
hip captain in 
1708 for 2500 


rounds oi tobacco, which covered 
he cost of his passage from Bris- 
ol, the money value of which 
vas around 12 pounds sterling. 
To repay this debl David had been 
ndenturcd for seven years. Upon 
lis release from service his mas- 
er would give him, according lo 
the Virginia law, 50 acres of

two suits of clothing, a felt

Randall's servant was a Negro 


slave, a native of Africa, alert 
and quick and unusually intelli- 
gent. He was about 25 years old, 
ind had been in America i'or more 
than 10 years. As lie had never 
worked in tho fields, but had al- 
ways been a house boy, he ypoke 
English remarkably well. 


Malrnw, or Mat, took care of 


his master', clothes and saddle 
horses. Th 
garments of a gen- 


tleman, in that . crioci of Virginia 
history, required « great deal of 
atlenlion, for they were expen- 
sive and made of delicate fabrics. 
Tlie greater part of Mat's time 
was given to them. He had be- 
come a fairly competent Journey- 
man tailor, and could make re- 
pairs in the garments.

Randall' 
suits, 
like 


those of many Virginia gentle- 
men of thai era,

London. Every Virgin'in of means 
had an English tailor who kep 
his measurements on iile and also 
knew his tastes in clothing.

The head cov- 
ering was a large, wide-brimmed 
felt hat which carried a plume.

The habit of wearing wigs never 


became as popular in Virginia 
and the southern colonies as :'t 
was in New England; neverthe- 
less wigs were common enough. 
Nearly all men of authority, or 
distinction, or wealth, wore them. 


Both Randall and Swain were 


wig-wearers. 
Randall had adopt- 


ed the fashion because he was 
partly bald and lie thought that 
u fine, bushy wig would not only 
conceal his baldness but give him 
also an air of dignity. Swain's 
reason was altogether different. 
He detested wigs, but he wore 
them 
because Governor Spots- 


wood was a wig-wearer, and he 
wanted the governor to have a 
good opinion of him.
